A tramp has been arrested at Victoria by 
tho Canada Southern authorities who is 
supposed to bo implicated in the rail-rip- 
ping affair, He was recognized by two con- 
ductors, one of whom brought him from 
Amherstburg to St. Thomas, and tho other 
put kim, in company with two others, off a 
freight train on the night of tho accident, 
not.more thau a mile from whore it took 
Place. Ho got undor tho influcnce of liquor 
at Victoria, and either told somo things 
connected with the accident which if sober 
he would havo kept to himsclf,or else want- 
ed to make himself famous by giving out 
that he had some connection with the 
affair, Ho is a slim built young man,about 
20 or 22 yoars old, with light complexion 
and blue eyes. He was taken to St. Thomas 
on Thursday night and lodged in the lock- 
up, and next morning taken to Tilsonburg 
to bo oxamined, Oa Saturday Leonard 
Brown and George McCarthy wero arrested 
at QOorinth. It seoms that Brown, about 
& year ago, made a proposition to one Don- 
aldson, a hotel keoper at Corinth, to rob 
the stations on the road. He showed him 
a number of keys for the purpose, and said 
all he wanted was a confederate to take caro 
of the goods. Donaldson cold other parties 
of Brown’s proposal, which got back to 
Brown's ears. A few days before the acci- 
dent he went again to Donaldson, and told 
him hoy annoyed he was at the betrayal of 
his plan before, but at the samo time made 
another proposal to him. The substance 
of this was, that, as the pay oar of the Oa: 
nada Southern was to pass over the road 
shortly, it would be a good thing to ditch 
the train and rob the car. After the accie 
dent Donaldson told Brown's second pro- 
posal, and the result was that he was ar- 
rested. George McOarthy, who wasachum 
of Brown's, was arrested at the samo timo 
on suspicion of being a confederate in the 
crime, Tho pay car passed down tho day 
before the accident. Constables Fowings 
and Caverly have also arrested three other 
young men living in the neighborhood of 
the accident. Their names are William 
Hayes, Jonathan Hayes, and Jamos Clark. 
The chain, hook, and handspike usod in 
misplacing the rail were the property of a 
farmer named Thomas Ewer, and William 
Hayes wasin his omploy, Jonathan was 
in the employment of Ewer’s brother, and 
the threo were generally companions. Their 
conduct has been rather suspicious, and 
hence their arrest. There are now five 
persons lodged in St, Thomas jail, and two 
in Woodstock, suspected of being concerned 
{in the wrecking. From information not 
made public the authorities of the 0, S, R, 
think they have the right parties in ous- 
tody,

CRIME IN MONTREAL, 


FEARFUL OUTRAGE BY A MARRIED COUPLE. 


. Monrrear, Sept. 30,—A most horrible 
outrage and attempt at murder was com- 
mitted last night in a tenement houso in 
rear of No, 83 Fulford street which is un- 
paralleled for atrocity. The tenement faces 
the Grand Trunk track, and consists of 
three rooms, In this place live John 
Fraser, thirty-two years of age, with his 
wife. Until lately he hnd been engineer 
on board the steamer Fawn, About three 
weeks ago Fraser decided to lease one of 
their rooms to a young couple named 
Laurin and up to last evening the latter 
occupied the room, Yesterday Laurin was 
away at his work as usual and returned 
in the evening to find his wife drunk. 
This enraged him very much, She stated” 
that Fraser had given her the whiskey. 
Fraser denied this and alleged that her 
brother-in-law by an old marriago, had 
‘set hor tight.” A quarrel immediately 
arora between Laurin and Fraser, tho 
former evidently being very jealous of the 
latter. The dispute grew in bitternoss and 
Laurin secretly drew out his knife, the 
blado of which must have boon exceeding- 
ly sharp. Armed with this he mado a 
spring upon Fraser, who, it seems, did not 
suspect such an attack, having previously 
remarked that he would not’ strike Laurin 
he being o much smaller man, while 
Fraser is tall, athletic, and powerful, As

Adnift at Sea. 


A VESSEL AND TIRR PASSENGERS BAVED BY 
THK ENGLAND,—A QUEBEC SHIP SAVED, 


The stermship England, of the National 
Lino, which arrived at New York on Thurs- 
day, had the good fortune of becoming in 
mid-ocean the rescuer of the crew of the 
schooner Middlesex, of Milwaukee, and of 
giving valuable aid in a most distressing 
hour to the steamship St. Germain, which 
left Havro on the 9th inst., and which was 
met by the England early on the morning 
of the 22ud in latitude 45 deg. 2 min, 
north, longitude 52 deg. 50 min. west. It 
seoms that tho Middlesex, with a crew of 
nine persons, was bound for Leith from 
Quebec, with a load of lumber, and had 
during a gale eprung ao leak three daya be- 
fore the England came across her, which 
was onthe 19th inst, Sho was then in a 
sinking condition, and Oaptain Oolbrick 
and his men, who had been at the pumps 
almost constantly from the moment the 
vessel had begun to let in water, were ut” 
terly exhausted. The chief officer of the 
England, Mr, A, D. Hadley, seeing the 
signals of distress made by the Middlesex, 
manned the lifeboat and rescued the crew. 
This was at half-past twelvo o'clock, when 
there was a heavy gale blowing and a high 
soa running, the England pitching and roll- 
ing ‘*frightfully,”’ as one of her officers 
says. MJhreo days afterwards, on the 22nd 
inat,, at ono in the morning, the England 
eapied a Jarge vessel to tho north showing 
signals of distross, which turned out to be 
the St. Germain, which two days before 
had lost her rudder. 

A PASSENGER'S STATEMENT, 


The following statement was made by a

three o'clock on Monday morning the rud- 
der was broken, but the fact was concealed 
from the passengers till late in the after- 
noon, during which time efforts were made 
to repair the damages, It was brokon just 
at the shoulder, so that it was held only by 
one pintle, and tho reat on the heel of the 
rudder, The attempt was made to remedy 
the breakage by arranging to steer by the 
two chains at tho side of the rudder attach: 
ed directly tu the steam steering apparatus, 
The engines were started Monday night, 
but in a short time the steering gear again 
broke down, Tuesday morning, tho 19th, 
an attempt was made to steer by veoring 
astern, with chains, two halves of a wine 
cask, strongly strapped. By tho aid of this 
arrangement and the sails tho ship was en- 
abled to make about 130 miles during the 
day and Tuesday night in a north-north- 
westerly direction, bringing hof more direct- 
ly in the track of inward bound steamers, 
from which we had drifted considerably, 
During this time o now steering apparatus 
had been devised. A square topmast was 
moved to the quarter-deck, and at the foot 
of the spar, at intervals of about two feet, 
six holes were bored, and os many awn. 
ing trons, about ocight fect long, were in- 
nerted standing like posts of afence, Cord- 
age and chain were interwoven on theso 
posts, and the whole secured by o chain 
passed over all. Oables and chains were 
rigged from tho two sides for working this 
novel rudder, anda tackle depending from a 
strap inthe main crosatree was mado fast ra- 
thor more than half-way from the foot of the 
spar, by hoisting on which the spar with 
the rudder attachment could bo launched, 
and by its own woight partially sub- 
merged inthe sea, Tho spar thus romaln- 
ed suspended by the tackle, resting on the 
stern of tho ship os a pivot, and guyod by 
two watch tacklos making faut at tho sides, 
This substitute for the rudder was finally 
launched on Thursday morning, in the 
presence of a throng of Passengers, who 
had pationtly watched its construction dur- 
ing tho proceding day.

lency’s name into any dispute of a political 
character, or to endeavor to turn to politi- 
cal usos any public utterances which he 
has felt caliod,upon to make, Lord Dufferin 
in dealing with this subject, dealt with it 
in an entirely unprejudiced and impartial 
manner, and his words have an authority 
that no one can dispute. Tho course that 
Mr, Mockenzie’s Government in dealing 
with this question has been tha subject of 
80 much misrepresontation, that his Excel- 
lency’s plain statement of the facts should 
be placed in possession of tho~ public» 
jn order that the people may judge 
between him and his detractors. It 


is not necessary that wo should add 
one word to His —_- Excellency’s 


frank and exptivit vindication of Afr, Mac- 
kenzie’W*cdurac and attitude in regard to 
British Columbia, Lord Dufferin did not 
apeak for the purpose of vindicating Mr, 
Mackenzie, but to place the facts as they 
are, before the people of the Pacific Peey- 
ince, but these facts form the best reply 
that Mr, Mackenzie could offer against the 
abuse and misconstruction, which have been 
circulated throughout the country, regard- 
ing his motives and his actions in conduct- 
ing tho relatiuus between the Promier and 
the Dominion. His Ixcellency said, after 
referring to ths exceptionally prosperous 
position of Canada at tho time the terms 
were entered into, aud tho aspirations of 
tho people to develope the great’ West :— 
‘Tt was under these circumstances that 
Canada undeitook to commencé lier “Pac- 
ific Railway in two years, and to finish it in 
ten, In doing this she wndorbtedly pledged 
herself to that which was a physical impossi- 
bility. From the moment the engineers pass- 
ed over the Rocky Mountains into your 
Proyince they saw at once that before any 
one passage through the devious range be- 
fore them could be pronounced the best,an 
amount of preliminary surveying would 
have to be undertaken, which it would re- 
quire several years to complete, Now there 
is alegal motto which says, nemo teneatur 
ad impossible,and 1 wouldsubmit to you that 
under tho circumstances I have mentioned, 
however great the default of Canada, she 
need not necessarily havo been guilty of 
any wilful breach of faith. I myselt am 
quite convinced that when Canada ratified 
this bargain with you she acted in perfect 
gocd faith and fully believed that she 
would accomplish her promise, if not with- 
in ten years, at all events within sich a 
sufficiently reasonable period as would 
satisfy your requirement. Tho mistake 
she made was in being too sanguine in her 
calculations, but remember, a portion of the 
blame for concluding a bargan impossible of 
accomplishment cannot be confined to one 
only of the parties to it. The monutains 
which haye proved our stumbling block 
were your own mountaius, and within your 
own territory, and however deeply an im- 
partial observer might sympathize with 
jyou in the miscarriage of the two time 
+terms of tho compact, one of which,— 
namely as to the commencement of the 
lines in two years from 1871—has failed 
and the other of which, namely, its comple- 
tion in ten, must fail, itis impossible to 
forget that you yourselves are by no means 
without responsibility for such a result, . 
With the experience we now possess, and 
ofcourse itis easy to be wise after the 
event, no one would dream of saying thut 
the railway could hayo been surveyed, lo~ 
cated and built within the period named, or 
that any company who might undertake to 
build the line within that period would not 
have required double or treble the bonus 
that would have been sufficient had the con- 
struction been arranged for at a more lei’ 
surely rate, but surely it would be both un- 
generous and unreasonable for British Co- 
lumbia to entertain any hostile feelings to: 
wards Mr, Mackenzie on this account, nor 
is he to be blamed, in my opinion, if, on en 
tering office in so unexpected a manner, he 
took time to consider the course he would 
pursue in regard to his mode of dealing 
with o question of such enormous impor- 
tance, His position was undoubtedly a 
very embarrassing one; hia Government 
had inherited responsibilities which he 
knew, and which the country had cause to 
know, could not be discharged, Already 
British Coiumbia had begun to cry out for 
the fulfilment of the bargain, and that at 
the very time that Canada had come to the 
conclusion that tho relaxation of some of 
its conditions was necessary . » Itis 
asserted, and 1 imagine with truth, that 
Mr. Mackenzie and his political frionds had 
always been opposed to many portions of 
Canada’s bargain with Britivh Columbia, 
It therefore came to be considered in this 
Province that the new Government was 
an enemy to tho Pacific Railway.

The Struggle in Cuba. 


FURTHER DETAILS OF THE INSURGENT SUCCESSES 


Havana, Oct, 5.—Via Koy West, 6,—The 
following aro additional particulars of tho cap- 
ture of Las ‘Tunis by the insurgents under 
Vincente Garcia:—During the night of Sept. 
22nd about 50) insurgonts, hoaded by Vincente 
Garcia, attacked Las Tunas on three sides A 
portion ofjthe Spanish troops at the place were 
surprised and made prisoners near tho fort, 
The remainder were distributed by the Gov- 
ernment in various houses, while some citizens 
and volunteers fortified themselves in the 
Court House, During the confusion attending 
the attack, the Governor was assassinated by 
his own soldiers, Upon capturing the fort 
the insurgents turned its guns upon the Court 
House, disabling iifty-four mon, after which 
they took possession of tho city. Vincente 
Garcia thon sent a message to the Spanish 
Goveruor in Holguin, notifying him that he 
had 240 Spanish prisoners and 105 wounded, 
who would recoive proper attention if the Gov 
ernor seat thoJuccessary resources. After ap- 
propriating everything needed the insurgents 
left the place. The affair is briefly mentioned 
in the ‘Diario,’ which describos the disaster to 
the carelessness of the garrison orthe conniy™ 
ance of the inhabitants with tho insurgents. 
Commenting on the event, it says it shall 
henceforth publish uafayorable and favorable 
news, as experience has shown that keeping 
back the former produces lamentable conse. 
quences, 

The distress in tho jurisdiction of Puerto 
Principie is increasing, and tho people in the 
above city talk again of its probable abandon- 
ment by the Spaniards, A great deal of dis- 
content and iusubordination is saidto exist 
among the Spanish troops. In consequence of 
tho rigid consorship at thiscity, it is impossible 
to secure telegraphic communication henco of 
intelligence of the above character.

a right to prevent crime by compulsory ed- 
ucation. Now, what are the facts? Hon, 
John Eaton, Commissioner of Education of 
N.S,, says that in Now England 80 por - 
cent, of the crime is committed by illiterate 
persons. In the whole nation there are 
from 3 to 7 per cent, that cannot read and 
write, and yet the 3 or 7 per cent. of the 
population commit thirty per cent. of the 
crime, Only one-fifth of one per cent. of 
the crime is committed by the really edu- 
cated. The fully illiterate person is nine , 
times as liable to commit crime as the por- | 
son of common English education, and one 
hundred as liable to crime as the person of 
thorough education. Crime increases in 
proportion toignorance. The Globe of this 
week tells of a town in Ontario that has 
had 65 in jail the last year, of which num- 
ber more than one-half were illiterate, 

3. Epucation Enevates THE PoruLar 
MIND AND THUS TENDS TO NATIONAL PrRos- 
PERITY. 

Prussia has scarcely a porson in her army 
that is illiterate. France has twenty-three 
per cent. in her army that cannot read and 
write. The result has been that France 
has been humbled by Prussia, Oultured 
mind, other things being equal, will win 
the victory over ignorance. Mind is might. 

4. Computsory EpucatioN HAS BEEN 
TRIED, 


Lycurgus and Solon incorporated this 
principle into the constitutions of ancient 
Greece, This system has been established 
in Prussia, Sweden, Norway, Denmark, 
Switzerland, and in various States in the 
American Union, In none of these is the 
law regarded as oppressive. But on the 
other hand, the most gratifying results 
have followed, the tendency in all Europe 
is towards compulsory education. Ubjec- 
tions are presented to this system. Ist, It 
is said that the State has no right to com- 


pel the people to educate themselves. Tho 
answer 1s plain; The State has aright to | 
protect itself against allits enemies. Tho 
greatest enemy is popular ignorance. The 


State that has the right to compel her 
citizens §to drill as soldiers, has tho same 
right to compel them to drill as citizena— 
that is totrain their minds. 2nd. It is 
said the Law is not enforced, What otfler 
law is enforced perfectly? But itcan bo 
enforced as is proved in Prussia and other 
countries of Europe. But whether enforc- 
ed or not, the Law educates and ehapes 
public sentiment, and will yet, we hope, 
accomplish its high mission.

$3 0,000 BY-LAW. 


To-morrow the people will be called upon 
to register their votes for or against the 
raising of this money—for ourselyse, we 
say to the ratepayers vote for the By-law, 
and we do so for the following reasons :— 

In the firat place, nearly $20,000 of the 
amount is already debt, upon which the 
Town is liable, and the question is, whether 
or not, {t is not better to spread it over 
twenty years, than burden the rate- 
payers, by asking them to pay itin one, 
The streets to be opened, upon many of 
which awards have been made, will benefit 
the people twenty years hence, as much, if 
not more, than the present ratepayers— 
why should they not pay their proportion- 
ate share, and it is more than probable 
that the population of the Town will be 
fully double what it is av present, which 
will, of course, reduco the amount payable 
by cach ratepayer toa minumum, 

As it is with oponioy streets, so it is 
with the award lately mado in favor of 
Messrs. Rathbun’s, a» debt incurred, and 
must be paid, and the same question ap- 
plies, shall we pay itin one or twenty, we 
say to the people vote to pay it in twenty, 
for there is no doubt, but what the rate on 
the dollar will bo heavy enough, for the 
purposes of tho year, without having to 
psy, if the By-law be not carried—for an 
additional $20,000, 

Ip submitting a By-law for raising 
money for the above purposes, it appears the 
Finance Oommittee—thought at no better 
time, or under better olrcumstances, could 
the completion of the main aewer of tho 
Town, be carried out.

A Grand Potlatoh. 


British Uolonist, Victoria, B.C., Sep: 
‘tember 29,—Thore was a mighty gathering 
of Indians at Saanich yesterday. Upwards 
redskins, in 278 canoes, were 
‘present, ‘The occasion of the assemblage 
was a grand potlatch of over $15,000 worth 
of goods being given away. English 
blankets to the amount of $5,000 were 
thrown {rom the top of tho lodges to bo 
scrambled for by the natives bolow, who 
stood armed with long poles atuck full of 
nails at one und, to secure tho prizs aa 
goun as it fell, In addition to theso, some 
curious percocees,”” made by the natives 
themselves from the wool of the mountain 
shioep, wore also thrown, Taree hundred 
guns, amongst which wore somo vory fine 
double-barreled piecos with peroussion 
Jocks, wero then thrown down, and causod 
a sorios of tromondous atrugglos, whioh 
lasted in some ones for nearly an hour. 
Picoos of board, ropresenting sums ranging 
from $100 to $500, wore thon scambled for 
after the samo fashion. Threo brothers 
gave 3,600 blankets a8 their contribution, 
which had all boon paid for by tho pro* 
ducts of the chase. Tho stock of gifts 
being exhausted, the natives all got en 
their canoes and loft, thus onding pean 

the largest mootings of tho kind whieh 
taken place for somo yoars, and probably 
tho laut of any magnitude which will ocour, 
asthe rising generation of Indiana seom to 
care littlo about perpetuating tho customs 
of their forofathers, and this, a woll as 
many other anoiont practices will soon bo 
numbored among the things of tho past. 
All was conducted soborly, and the Toate 
Suporintondent, Colonel Powell, and lice 
Suporintendent ‘Todd, who wore prosont, 
woro both struck with tho absonoo of any 
sign of intoxication.

I examined 
tho thumb and found a wound on it, ex. 


! tending about an inch or an inch and a 


quarter on the curye across the joint, I 
found some marke on the back of the 
thumb, I thought fromthe wound that it 
was caused by the teeth of a saw and not 
of man’s teeth, The end of the bone 
was dislocated. I suppose the marks on 
both sides were produced by the opposing 
teeth, JI found the arm a good deal 
awollon and very red. Tho swelling was 
above the elbow joint, J found both knees 
and both ankles swollen and red, I attri- 
buted this tothe wound. Erysipelas had 
act in. I remained from Sunday until 
Thursday morning. Murphy died on Wed- 
nesaday evening. The cause of death was 
erysipelas, auperinduced by the wound, 
This is a» common thing, especially in 
hospitals, There was a post mortem ox- 
amination, I made it in consequence of 
an order from the Coroner, All the organs 
were sound except the lungs. The lungs 
were congested. Tho eryaipolas was the 
cause of death, Congestion had only set 
in and was not the cause of death, 
Cross-examined,— On Wednesday I found 
him breathing very heavily, which I attri- 
buted to the lungs, I treated him for 
congestion on Wednesday morning, I 
diagnosed the patient on the Sunday. I 
put a mustard poultice on him on the 
Sunday, which was repeated for the irri- 
tation of the lungs, which I discovered on 
my diagnosis, I gave him something for 
the erysipelas. Ho was better after this 
treatment’ Wherever congestion exists, it 
is enough to acount for the death of the 
patient, Congestion was greater in the left 
lung. After death the lobe of the lung 
broke easily, where the congestion existed, 
As far as I was ablo to ascortain at the 
time the blood was in good condition, If 
the patient died of erysipelas, the blood 
could not be in good cireulation. Oon- 
gestion of the lungs is generally caused by 
cold. In this case, I think the congestion 
was caused by tho erysipelas. I formed 
my opinion from whatT heard and saw, 
The bone was deatroyed and black, The 
bone had not commenced to decay, but 
would soon, This was evident from the 


posure to cold would have produced the 
eryalpelas, I could not tell from my 
diagnosis when orysipelas. first set in. If 
medioal assistance had first been called in 
the patient would have probably recovered. 
The case was critical from the moment I 
firstaaw the patient. Tho diseased parts 
might possibly hsve poisoned the bluod, I 
never anid before the Ooroner that I diag- 
nosed dropsy in this man’s system, For 
the erysipelas I made ao solution of lunar 
costics and applied it. 

Re-examined—I found the congestion 
confined to the upper part of thelung. 1f 
it had been causedeby cold it would have 
been more extensive. If congestion had 
been the cause of death it would have been 
more extensive. The inflamation of the 
lung was onused by erysipolus ; erysipelus 
was caused by the wound, and the wound 
was caused by a bite. As to the treatment 
of the patient 1 don’t thinic anything wrong 
was done, Death was not caused by any 
improper treatment. 

The following evidence was given for the 
defence ;—

Have had consider- 
able experience in cases of erysipulas, If 
the disease moves about, [£ would call it 
“erratic erysipelas,”” It affects the shin 
principally. Erysipelas does not genorally 
affect the internal organs. Erysipelaw in 
the head might attack the brain, Never 
heard of it causing inflammation of the 
lungs, either in wy practice or in reading, 
A man might have inflammation of the 
lungs after taking cold vight or ten days 
before. It ia a dangerous disease. If ne- 
glectod, inflammation would cause conges- 
tion., Foreign matter might poison the 
blood. Swelling is not neoassarily a conse- 
quence of blood-poisoning. In attending 
to wounds, cleanliness is the great point in 
surgery. 

Orous-examined—In a post mertem exam- 
ination I would expect to find, in a case 
where the patient diod of inflammation of 
the lungs, all parts of the lungs to be af- 
fected, Erysipolas is often tho cause of 
death from the poisoning of the blood, It 
affects moro than the skin. Erysipelas may 
go from one part ot the body to another. 
It may be caused by a wound 

Dr, Wilson sworn.—I am Doctor of 
Medicine. Have practiced 20 years, Have 
had a good deal of experience in cases of 
erysipelas and inflammation of the lungs. 
From what I have heard of this case, and 
from my own experience, I would say that 
death probably reaulted from blood poison- 
ing and this would account for the condi- 
tion of the lungs, The pus or discharge 
may, if not properly attended to, poison 
the blood, 

Cross-examined.— Skin deep marks aftor 
death are not so easily discovered as before 
death. In cases of blood poisoning death 
would ensue souner or later, according to 
the amount of disease present in the sye- 
tem. Ihave never made a post mortem in 
4 case where death resulted from erysipelas, 
Eryaipelas affects the heart from sympathy, 
The circulation being increased, respiration 
would be affected. 

Dr. Jones re-called.—Romember Mr.

Ameliasburg, on the frequent 
Change of Teachors. 


I may atato that tho remarks which I 
I have to offer on this subject are applicable 
chiefly to tho country schools, Although 
in rogard to tho toachor’s tonuro of office, 
thero is no logal distinction botween the 
country schools and thoso in cities and 
towns, in point of fact there is a marked 
difference, As a vulo thore is something 
approaching to permanonoy in the situa- 
tion of n teacher in a town; while, aso 
rule, just tho rovorso is the case in the 
country. 

This perpetual change of teachers 1s, to 
say tho loast, a vory remarkable feature in 
our educational system, We havo the au- 
thority of Dr. Ryerson for speaking of tho 
toacher as a publio ofttcor. Now, it is the 
wholesome custom under our government 
to keep » publio servant in oflice so long 
as the duties pertaining to that ofilce aro 
properly performed, Yet, in regard to one 
very important class of public officers, we 
have o practice directly at varianco with 
tho gonius of our institutions, I purpose 
to discuss briefly the causes and the effuots 
of this practice, 

The condition of the early settlers in our 
country furnishes us with one cause, ‘Those 


j toilers in the woods felt the necessity of 


some education for their children, But 
their wants wero very limited, and in most 
casos satisfied wich Reading, Writing and 
Arithmetic, Hence es the occupation was 
one which could be readily engaged in by 
& person possessing the morest rudiments 
of knowledge, it came to pass that our 
earliest teachers were largely composed of 
disbanded soldiers and adventurers from 
the ‘land of wooden nutmegs;” noither of 
which classes would bo likely to locate per- 
manently ina section ; for the habits of 
the former wore entirely opposed to a 
settled occupation, and the latter were in- 
tent only on earning some mongy to make 
astart in life, Aud evenif they had de- 
sired to make a sectloment, the short 
school terms causod by tho poverty of tho 
people would have been an effectual hind- 
rance, 

In process of time tho number of teach- 
ers of the classes just mentioned gradually 
diminjshed, ‘Tho native product was equal 
to the demand. J}1t the conditions in ro- 
gard to permanency remained, Tho greater 
number of young men who wished to be 
preachers and doctors and lawyers, and 
who lacked tho means of procuring a 
liberal aducation, rosorted to teaching’as a 
business which required neither capital nor 
previous training, and which could be 
readily abandoned when it had served its 
purpose ; and in many respectable families 
{t was considered eminently proper ond 
desirable to set apart the supernumerary 
daughters for the same calling in order that 
the years before matrimony might be pro- 
fitably employod. 

We have another cause in the curious 
notion entertained by not a few that a 
chango of teachers was really beneficial— 
that, no matter how successful a teacher 
might prove in the management of a schoo 
it was better for all parties for him to 
leave at tho end of the first or second 
yoar ; and indeed it was rare that tho 
teachera’ incumbency extended to such a 
length of time. Those who held this opin- 
ion sagely reasoned that it was not well for 
4 teachor to atay too long—that the scholars 
would know him too well (!!),—and that ho 
was apt to become careloss with very much 
more to the same purpose, It would be 
almost incredible that such people existed 
in the 19th century, if some speclmena— 
not quite so rare as the dodo—were not 
still} to bo found. In this connection it 
should be observed that the opinion just 
referred to had a reflex action on the 
teachers, und prodused on their part a cor- 
responding feeling ‘that itis not well to 
stay too long’—‘‘ because the people gat 
tired of a teachor, you know; and they 
like a change.” 

It is gratifying to kaow that moro en- 

lightened views on this subject are begin- 
ning tu prevail, and that the number of 
school sections desirous of securing, and if 
possiblo, of retaining the services of oxper- 
ienced teachers is annually increasing, But 
even though public opinion were complete- 
ly revolutionized, it would still, under pre- 
sent circumstances, be impossible to secure 
anything like permanency in the profession. 
And this leads us to the consideration of 
what is, perhaps, at the present time, the 
Greatest reason for the frequent chango of 
teachers, I refer to tho fact that in ninety- 
nine hundredths of our school sections 
there is no provision for a married teacher. 
The inevitable consequonce of this ir, that 
tho vast majority of our schools are taught 
by young unmarried men and women, But 
there comesa time in tho life of most young 
men and women when a stato of single 
blosnednoss is undosirablo; and they marry, 
In the caso of a lady teacher marriago is 
pretty certain to closo her professional car- 
cor ; and if it does not quite so abruptly 
terminate the professional life of the young 
man who has taken vhat is—for a achool 
master—-# vory imprudent step, a few 
years’ experionce of the privations —I might 
almost say the misories —incident to tho 
life of & married teacher in the country will 
be sufficient to compel him to seok in an- 
other sphore the means of making a reapect- 
able provision for hia family. 

If, to tho reasons already adduced, we 
add that lazy and imcompetent teachors 
are, on principle, opposed to permanoncy, 
for the vory good reuson that « longthened 
incumbenoy would oxposo thoir unfitness, 
wo have au array of facts that would soom 
quito sufficient to impress upon the teach.

Inspector McNanghton, Scormont, says : 

Tho transitory nature of tho teacher's 
occupation causes the annual enrolmout 
of n number of young recruits dostitute of 
training and experience, These pass thro’ 
the usual course of oxporimonts and fail- 
ures, until their methods of instruction and 
organization have been corrected and ma- 
turod by exporienco ; and by tho time they 
acquire sufficient practice to become useful 
as toachers the majority of them retire 
from the profession, giving place to others 
who seem destined to psss through the same 
ordeal,” 

Inspector Jonkyna, of Ronfrow refers to 
the frequent changes of teachers in his 
county ‘‘as an evil greatly to be deplored,” 
and ho asks, ‘fis it any wonder, under tho 
constant change and restlessness that we 
find sao many instances of schools which 
havo been kept open year after year with- 
out any satisfactory results 1 

Our own Inspector, Mr. Platt, while oon- 
gratulating the Chief Superintendent on the 
fact that the practice is being gradually 
discontinucd, has to ucknowledye that 
twenty six changee occurred among eighty- 
five toeachera during 1874, He says ;— 
‘Pwonty-one teachers have hold their attu- 
ations two yeara or over,’’ While of those 
who had held their siturtions three yeare 
or over, there were but nine, LE we put 
this slonyside of Me, MoNaughton’s state- 
ment, it is surprising that Mr, Platt in his 
ireport for the same year has to lament too 
many Instances of want of progress, if not 
of actual retrogreseion }'"

GARDEN GROWTH 


“ccording to Inspector McIntosh, tho fre- 
quent change of teachers exercises a very 
baneful influence on the prosperity of the 
schools, More than sixty per cent. of the 
teachers had boen in their positions not 
more than one year. 

Mr. Johnston’a report for South Hast- 
ings is similar in character; and the samo 
remark applios to the report from York, 
from Lincoln, from Simcoe, and from Wel- 
lington, In the latter county 60 per cent. 
of the schools changed thoir teachors during 
1874, and in N, Simcoe there were no less 
than eighty removals. 

So much for the Inspectors. Let menow 
lay the press under tribute, 1n last week’s 
Globe there ia an article on ‘' Trained 
Teachers and how to procure them.” Tho 
writer says: ‘Tho vast majority of the 
teachers in the Province hold third-class 
certificates, and it is painfully evident that 
the great majority of these third-class 
teachera drop out of their profession at the 
expiration of their certificates, Ho goes on 
te say that ‘‘ amongst tho 6,700 teachers in 
actual work, only 215 hold first-class corti- 
ficates, and 875 second-class certificates, 
and it follows, theretore, that a very large 
proportion of our teachers are without ex- 
perience,” He asgigns no reason for this 
extraordinary stato of affairs—this whole- 
sale abandonment of a calling, It does 
not appear to have occurred to him that is 
caused by a vicious system which forbids 
& young man of ability to adopt the calling 
a3 a profession ; and yet, it may easily be 
shown that such is the fact, 

Tt must be obvious, even to the meanest 
understanding, that no man will properly 
qualify himevlf for any calling unless he 
intends to make it the business of his life. 
Thus, if a young man looks forward to the 
bar, or the pulpit, the practice of medicine, 
or the purauit of the mechanic, hoe will- 
ingly gives years of patient toil to the pre- 
paration for his life-work; and he does this 
because, in tho first place, the conditions of 
success in those walks of life requiring 
skilled labor—whether manual or intellec- 
tual—are such that nothing but thorough 
proparation will secure it ; and secondly, 
he does it because in his chosen calling he 
expects to win fortune or uchieve distinc. 
tion ; and, therefore, there is every incen- 
tive for him to prove himeelf ‘‘a workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed.” 

Bat not so the average toacher, To say 
nothing of fortune or distinction, he knows 
too well that the life of a teacher means a 
life of perpetual chango, of incessant toil, 
too often of grinding poverty. He knows 
that for him the road to independence is 
barred, Ho knows that if ho continue to 
teach he must be content lo be without a 
comfortable home, to be a social cipher ; 
and in whatever district his lot may bo onst 
he knows that he must bear about with 
him the ever-present consciousness that the 
petty spite of ono or two individuals may 
drive him forth to seek elsewhere tho op- 
portunity of enduring the like miseries, 
And because he knows this ho resolyes to 
teach no longer than he can help ; and in 
stead of bringing a generous enthusiasm to 
bear upon his work in dealing with the 
wondrous mechanism of the haman mind— 
instead of bestowing on it tho results of a 
broad experience and a liberal culture, he 
cannot—even with the most honest inten- 
tions—do more than mske a succession of 
efforts which are too often, as crude a» they 
are unskilful 

What is the remedy? 

‘Lhat is tho problem that I am not quite 
prepared to solyo, My aim in introducing 
tho subjoct was chiefly to wet forth the 
causos and tho effects of the practice, and 
thus to oxcite that disonssion which must 
precede any practical efforts to remove tho 
evil. 

I shall just ay, therefore, that in the 
absence of any legislation on tho subject 
wo can only hope for the growth of a 
hoalty public sentiment in opposition to the 
presont system, That would moan

people. The unanimisy of the south sent 
a thrill of distrust through the north 
that dumpuned the arder of the most 
hopelul classes, and the violence that 
followed in quick succession well-nigh 
dashed the confidence of the Democratic 
party to the earth. The result of these 
contretemps were not long in making 
themsolyes felt. Every element that 
enteredinto the contest was disputed. Tho 
Republican party took courage and well 
thoy might, for they saw where the blow 
was likely to fall and the Democracy trem. 
bled for the issue. If these were the 
men who were endorsing Samuel J. Til- 
den; the men who were to elect him and 
who were to surround him in the White 
House, the Republican party, and those 
previously denominated War Demoorats, 
must most decidedly demur. There was 
very much in such an outlook that look 

ed like rehabilitating the South; very 
much that could not easily bo distin 

guished from the spirit of the rebellion 
that cost over a million of human lives 
and two thousaud millions of precious 
treasure. 

Under these circumstances there has 
been, during the past few weeks, serious 
casting about for the elements of a reac- 
tion. Many expedients were thought of, 
and much discussion has ensued without 
a result equal to the emergency. The 
last effort was embodied in the following 
letter designedly drawn feom Mr. Tilden, 
no doubt with the consent of the sonth, 
with the object of re-establishing north- 
ern confidence, Mr. Tilden says :— 
“ Should I be elected President, the pro- 

(“visions of the 14th Amendment will, 
“go far as depends on me,be maintained, 
‘“exeouted and enforced in perfeot and 
“absolute good faith. No rebel debt 
“will be assumed or paid; no claim for 
“the loss or emancipation of any slave 
will be allowed ; no claim for any loss 
or damage incurred by disloyal persons 
“arising from the late war, whether 
“ covered by the 14th Amendment or not 
“ will be recognized or paid ; the cotton 
tax will not be refunded. I shall deem 
‘it my duty to veto every bill providing 
“for the assumption or payment of any 
“such debts, losses, damages, claims, or 
“ for the refunding or any such tax.” 

So far as it goes tho letter is very sat- 
isfactory indeed ; but everything depends 
upon the effect produced by this letter 
in the Southern States. If these States 
swallow Mr. Tilden with these declara- 
tions on his lips there need be no further 
proof of the understanding through which 
it was given to the world. 

The interesting point to be arrived at 
now is to know exactly how far the 
South may be trusted. If it is possible 
for the United States to so far forget the 
issues out of which grew the late war to 
tolerate their exponents, the world may 
then be said to move at a rapid rate, 
There is great doubt about it. Ordinari- 
ly it would take twenty years or more 
to heul the wounds created by the late 
rebellion, and many years more to forget 
the eauses that led to the outburst of 
passion that produced it.
